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The Free State’s Future. . 


American visitors to the Free State are 
Apt to depict her future in the most glow- 
ing colours of optimism. Some of them— 
described vaguely as ‘‘ financial magnates ”’ 
—have talked of the investment of huge 
American funds in Irish industry@ of the 
development of a vast tourist traffic, of the 
establishment of new shipping services. 
The “ magnates ” have come and gone, 
taking their plans with them ; but the Free 
State’s sons and daughters continue’ fo he 
her only substantial export to the United 
States. In a very different school of 
observers and of prophets we must place 
Dr. H. Parker Willis, the American 
economist whom the Free State Govern- 
ment has put at the head of its Banking 
Commission. Dr. Willis has brought’ to 


fhis task a trained intelligence that is 


neither distorted by political prejudice nor 
clouded by fickle enthusiasms. For these 
reasons the review of Free State conditions 
which he has published in the New York 
Journal of Commerce is peculiarly valu- 
able. He finds that the Free State, after 
four years of political independence, has 
‘‘a stable Government, a population on the 
whole reasonably well off and moderately, 
at least, employed, a balanced Budget.’’ 
She has no external debt and her. credit 
is sound. Her farmers—like those of most; 
other countries, including the United 
States—have problems which are grave, 
but not insoluble. Taxation and the cost 
of are unduly high, but ‘wise 
government can find remedies for these 
misfortunes.

Dr.. Willis refuses, however, 
to suggest that freedom and a Golden Age 
are equal terms. His boldest prediction is 
that the Free State, as he sees it, has 
‘‘ample opportunity for the development 
of reasonable prosperity.’’

The second security 
consists in healthy credit, a good banking 
system and a stable currency. Dr. Willis 
finds that the Free State’s banking system 
is good, but he desires, as, no doubt, the 
banks themselves desire, that the farmers 
shall be helped by. improved facilities for 
the getting of long-term loans on land. 
To the succéss of any such reform, he tells 
us—and the Free State Government must 
attach the utmost weight to this opinion— 
'“the continued maintenance of a sound, 
safe and conservative underlying currency 
and credit system” is essential. The 
third security is security of vital markets. 
We do not think that we read too much 
into Dr. Willis’s views when we regard 
thém as, in large part, a plea for the 
Saorstat’s main industry of agriculture 
and a quiet warning against any schemes 
that may injure it. President Cosyrave 
said yesterday, at Waterford, that his 
Government’s tariff policy was ‘‘ frankly 
experimental,’ and we ‘suspect that Dr.

City Management. 


In less than three years of rule by com- 
missioners the cities of Dublin and Cork 
have made such admirable progyéss that 
the cry nage arisen in Belfast’ for the 
transfer of that city’s affairs to the 
direction of skilled managers, responsible 
only to the State. Municipal corruption 
has been banished; splendid roads have 
been Jaid—the Free State capital, from 
being .a badly cobbled city, now compares 
favourably as to highways with any other 
city. Great numbers of wage-earners’ 
dwellings have been built, and an air of 
cleanliness and comfort has descended 
upon regions once foul from neglect. While 
these wonders have been effected, the rates 
have been reduced, in proof that the old 
administration was wasteful as well as 
inefficient. We are glad, however, that the 
Secretary to the Free State Ministry of 
Local. Government and Public Health has 
announced the Government’s intention to 
provide for an early return to public 
representation in municipal government. 
Fascism is a good medicine, but a 
dangerous food. A period of dictatorship 
was necessary to break habits of abuse in 
Irish local government. The commissioners 
have demonstrated the possibility of a 
civic administration immeasurably more 
eficient and, at the same time, cheaper. 
They have set standards which the 
citizens will expect to see maintained when 
inunicipal affairs are. restored to the 
control of elected representatives. Public 
participation in the management of the 
city, however, is necessary if the highest 
chic qualities are to be developed. A 
combination. of ‘democracy. with expert ad- 
ministration is required, and it will be 
the task of Dail Kireann during the 
coming session to devise a reconciliation 
of the two principles. Mr. McCarron told 
the Association of Municipal Authorities 
that.a ‘‘town-planning’”’ act would be 
introduced in the near future. The Govern- 
ment, he said, had not been unaware of 
what had been happening during the past 
two or three years, but it had _ con- 
sidered that “ a certain risk would ensue 
from a town-planning measure in restrict- 
ing building at a moment when it was 
better to get the work done.’’ This is a 
curious excuse for delay. The object of 
the ‘‘town-planning’’ art is to direct the 
expansion of urban areas so that new build- 
ings shall be. situated and designed in a 
fashion that will make for efficiency, public 
health and beauty. Are we to understand 
that the Saorstadt Government decided 
that it was better to get new suburbs built 
first and to plan them afterwards? A 
brief ‘‘town-planning’’ act, and the 
engagement of an expert from England—or 
from Chicago, Helsingfors or Paris, the 
cities from which Australia accepted 
advice—would have spared Dublin the 
uprise 9f crowded terraces that are the 
seed of new slums, and would have diverted 
hundreds of new houses from mean streets 
to the suburban glades. The progress for 
which we have to thank the commissioners 
would be untinted by blunders due to 
lack of scientific assistance. Among the 
errors that the guidance of an experienced 
“‘town-planner’’ would have prevented is 
the re-establishment of Dublin’s postal 
centre at a point already so heavily loaded 
with ordinary traffic that there is a pro- 
posal to remove a monument which is 
among the most admired architectural 
works of the city. 


The Dutch East Indies. 


Anxiety has arisen in the Dutch East 
Indies concerning the attitude of the native 
population towards Eurapean authority 
and European residents. A correspondent 
of The Times, writing from Java, describes 
the factors in the situation in a fashion 
that will surprise the reader at the com- 
plexity of the problem. The dusky 
Javanese, who so recently were abject in 
their respect for the white race, are re- 
vealed as a people with a complicated 
history and receptive of subversive modern 
ideas. In the past Java has showed itself 
curiously plastic. A thousand years ago 
it-was overrun by Hindu conquerors, who 
raised @ sumptuous civilisation upon its 
soil: Hinduistic rites, surviving from that 
distant .age, still exert their. influence. 
Islam drove out the Hindu in the 
fifteenth century and poured its strain of 
fanaticism into the native genius. The 
Arab still; ‘‘ with the -Koran in one: hand 
and an account book in the other,” ranges 
the native markets. Considerable Chinese 
settlements are another factor in the 
problem. Chinese stores control the 
domestic commerce of the country, and 
Chinese capital ‘“‘ corners ” rice, finances 
the native small-holder, and preys upon 
the country’s well-being. Japanese enter- 
prise is grasping the wholesale trade, and 
Indians, with their “ Bombay 
shops’’ disseminating Swaraj literature, 
stimulate unrest. On soil this ploughed 
and harrowed the seed of Communism 
has fallen. Propagandists have found 
their way into the educational service,

Dick Turpin’s Grave. 

In the cathedral city of York a curious 
allegiance. lingers. Even within those 
quiet-precincts, it seems, traffic congestion 
has arisen, and for the easement of the 
crowded streets it was proposed recently to 
cut a road through an ancient burial 
ground. To disturb the dust of the dead, 
whether they be famous or unknown, 
always must be disagreeable, whatever the 
‘necessity. When, however, opposition rose 
in York, it was based upon the fact that 
Dick Turpin, the famous highwayman, 
was laid to rest there after his hanging 
nearly two hundred years ago. The limbs 
that bestrode Black Bess; and were fabled 
to have ridden to York from London— 
although the feat in reality is attributable 
to an earlier adventurer—were not to be 
robbed of their dusty repose without a 
protest; and the protest prevailed. Dick 
Turpin’s grave will be spared—the pro- 
posed road will not be cut. Are we to 
applaud a vars bestowed upon a cut- 
+hroat’s asheq and withheld from those of 
the unknown, worthier dead? We confess, 
indeed, to some satisfaction—not for Dick 
Turpin’s sake, but for the sake of the 
survival of romance in twentieth century 
bosoms. Not the yhorse thief who 
murdered his man at Epping, but the 
chivalrous outlaw of Harrison Ainsworth’s 
tale—the, hero of Sam Weller’s — 
albeit the lines were frowned upon by 
the footman as anti-clerical—is the figure 
that York honours, fondly supposing that 
4he myth once wore flesh. Along the Great 
North Road is many a tavern that L's 
the sign of Black Bess, and more than one 
that boasts of having been visited by the 
famous rider. York’s example gives us 
-hope that, within the inn parlours of to- 
day the ‘‘ wireless ’’. bulletin sometimes 1s 
ignored, and the old stories of hard riding 
told again.

Srr,—I am not myself a medical man) but I 

have many friends inthe profession, 
think it is time that someone, on their behalf, 
should draw attention to a-grievance which, I 
know, they are too p&blic-spirited to ventilate 
themselves. Road mo®ex accidents are, as we 
all- know, becoming more and more frequent. 
When these occur at night,gas they most 
commonly do, the nearest doctor is at once 
called out of his bed, and has to proceed to 
the scene and give his professional aid to 
sufferers. In the vast majority of cases he 
gets no fee whatever for this work. 

. I suggest that this is a matter which should 
be dealt with by the establishment of a small 
fund which might be raised by deductions 
from moter licences or fines on motorists, and 
which would be available to pay the doctors a 
moderaté fee for their work. Doctors in these 
cases. have to use their cars, bandages and 
other medical appliances. I know of one case 
that occurred quite lately in which a doctor, 
after giving his aid in a very serious accident, 
found that his car had been raided and valu-

THE PLIGHT OF PERSIA. 


TROUBLES OF RIZA SHAH. 


(By AUBREY RIVERS.) . 

The impetus to reform in Persia, which was 
genérally felt to be crystallised in the recent 
accession to the throne in Teheran of Riza 
Shah Pahlavi, has recently received a severe 
set-back. Signs of retrogression are,’ in fact, 
so serious as to cause a certain apprehension 
for the ultimate fate, at any rate, o Northern 
Persia, the notorious sphere of pre-war 
Russia, in which Bolshevist intentions aye 
seen more and more clearly to approximate 
to ‘Usarist intentions: New Moscow, indeed, 
is but old St. Petersburg writ large; and, 
in face of Russian persistence and of British 
placidity, the new Shah appears to be rather 
fumbling for his grip, i, 

The present confusion in. Persia 1s account- 
able to two reasons :—(1) the natural reaction 
which always comes in a conservative country 
after sweeping changes have been made; and 
(2) the incomplete subduing of the tribes by 
the Central Gevernment of Teheran. These 
facts and their consequences have been 
noted and fostered by the main foreign 
enemy of the present régime in Persia. Soviet 
Russia, if not actually behind the disturb- 
ances which have been manifested in Northern 
Persia during the last few weeks, is certafnly 
but waiting ner time to profit by them. For 
instance, the loud display of anti-Pahlavi 
sentiment recently shown in Persian <Azer- 
baijan is directly attributable to the Russian 
decision, made last February, to inhibit the 
import of all Persian goods into Russia 
except cotton. To suppose that the Azer- 
baijanis themselves raised the cry of Back 
to the Qajars’’ is to ignore how the Bol- 
shevist agents have worked steadigsily among 
the local inhabitants to,set on the Teheran 
throne a man more pliable -to their desire 
than Riza Shah Pahlavi. 

Jhis natural reaction is setting in several 
directions. First, there is the immemorial 
proclivity of Persian politicians and officials 
towards corruption. Admittedly, the able 
American Financial Mission in Persia did 
something to check’ this, but the time- 
honoured pastime of the Persian official class 
has, by all accounts, recently broken out 
most virulently. In the national politics this 
ean, perhaps, be tolerated ; but it becomes 
Linsepportavle when young generals, appointed 
by the powerful Shah, hesitate unduly in 
passing on money which is their troops’ pay. 
Some regiments, it is asserted, are as much 
as eighteen months’ pay in avrrear. The 
American Financial Mission does not yet 
show any sign of being able to control the 
Army Budget, over which the Shah, con- 
sistentiy and successfully, has claimed the 
sole supervision. The effect is that with 
those tribes which have been feeling the 
hard hand of Teheran—the Baktiaris, the 
Kashgais or the Lurs, for example—the dis- 
contented troops may be inclined to q- 
operate. k 

The latest insurrection, in Persian 
Kurdistan, is, perhaps, in a different category 
from the others. here the lunatic mystery 
man of Persia, the Salar ed Dowleh, has 
once more raised his irresponsible and _ irre- 
pressible head, and is calling on the tribes 
around Senneh and between Kirmanshah and 
Qasrshirin to revolt against the Pahlavi 
régime in the name of the Qajars, to the last 
two of whigh dynasty, Muhammad Ali and 
Ahmed, he was respectively brother and 
uncle. The possibility exists of his giving at 
least considerable local trouble. 

The situation is by no means tóo.bad for 
amendment. The Shah has been on tour—a 
wise move. He has just been to Khorassan, 
and, deposing the Provincial Governor there, 
has: reasserted his prestige in the northern 
province. It would take little for him to 
reassert it similarly elsewhere—it is most 
needed, perhaps, in North-West and West 
Persia—but there are difficulties in his way. 
First, there is the weakness of the present 
Leheran Cabinet, a strange hotch-potch of 
politicians, which contains, notably, men who 
were formerly either pro-Turk or pro-Russian, 
and whose charm of conversation is possibly 
more conspicuous than their energetic 
administration. Secondly, there is th® char- 
acter of his young generals, some of whom 
are such upstarts as those who have sur- 
rounded Mustapha Kemal in Turkey—the 
type of men of whom that fine. Turkish 
patriot, General Kiazim Karabekir, recently 
complained at the Smyrna trials. If the 
Shah does not quickly do something, how- 
ever, to improve his own position, there may 
at not too distant a date be surprising de- 
velopments in Persia.

MR. STUART VERSCHOYLE. 

Mr. Stuart Verschoyle, D.L., of Tully- 
cleagh, Ballinamallard, died on Wednesday 
night. Mr. Verschoyle had been in failing 
health, but was ahle to move about as usual 
until his indisposition within the last few 
weeks becdme more acute. The son of the 
late Rev. Richard Verschoyle, he had been 
engaged in tea-planting, but retired from 
business some years ago. On returning to 
Tullycleagh, he made extensive imprevements 
in his estate, acquired additional property, 
and built a number of the most commodious 
labourers’ cottages in Ireland. Mr. Verschovle 
was a valued member of Fermanagh*County 
Council, A keen sportsman, he revived the 
Fermanagh Harriers, of which he was the 
popular Master. 

Mr. Verschoyle was a generous supporter of 
Church and charitable objects. In the spring 
of 1925, when small farmers throughout Fer- 
managh were hard hit, he distributed large 
quantities of seed potatoes among them. 
~Through his liberality Irvinestown Parish 
Church was almost completely renovated. In 
his death the County of Fermanagh has 
suffered a great loss.

TEXT OF REPORT. 


WHEN IRELAND RULED THE 
MARKET. 


(From Our Corresronvent.) 
LONDON, Thursday. 

The report of the Imperial Economic Com. 
mittee on the Marketing and. the Preparing 
for Market of Foodstuffs Produced within the 
Empire was issued as a Blue, Book to-day. 
The Committee was presided over by Sir 
Halford Mackinder, and the Irish Free State 
members were Mr. J. McNeill and Mr. 
Poole Wilson, M.B.E. The report devotes 
considerable amount of space to the dairying 
industry of the Free State. 

For over 200 years, it states, butter has 
heen one of the chief commodities exported 
from Ireland. The grading and branding of 
butter was carried out in the Cork butter 
market as far back as the middle of the 
eighteenth century. The figures which are 
available for the first quarter of the nine- 
teenth century show that Ireland was then 
sending butter in large quantities to England 
and Portugal, and in smaller quantities to 
Spain, Italy, Gibraltar, Asia, the West Indies 
and other places. For more than 100 years 
after its establishment by Royal Charter in 
1769, the Cork Butter Exchange, as an or- 
ganised system of inspection and grading, was 
the leading market in the world. 

The supplies of butter to the English market 
at that time came mainly ffom Ireland, Hol- 
land and France. The high prices obtainable 
in England’ during the boom which. followed 
the Franco-Prussian War stimulated the 
dairying industry in foreign countries. Abun- 
dant supplies from these seurces then became 
available, and the long reign of supremacy 
which JIreland had enjoyed was broken. 
Nevertheless, Irish production is still of very 
considerable importance to the English 
market. 3 

According to the census production~ figures 


_ for 1912-13, a normal pre-war period, the total 


production of dairy produce—butter, milk, 
cream. and , cheese—in Irelahd was 
valued at £12,380,000, which may be taken 
as equivalent th about 22 per cent. of the 
total agricultural income at that time. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF CREAMERIES. 
In 1900 the Department of Agriculture and 


. Technical Instruction ‘for Ireland was estab- 


lished. The new Department had not long 
been in existence when it formulated a 
scheme designed to secure, by means of 1n- 
spection of creameries and instruction at 
farms, creameries, schools and colleges, that 


, adequate technical information was placed at 


the disposal of those engaged in the dairying 
industry. The main features of the . heme 
were :'—. 

1. The establishment of a register of 
well-managed creameries in Ireiartd. 

2. The provision of technical and prac- 
tical training for creamery managers and 
other butter-makers. 

3. The awarding of certificates of com- 
petency to qualified creamery managers 
and other employés in creameries; and 

4. The organisation of surprise buttor 
inspections. Instruction in home buiter- 
making was also carried out by the in- 
structors appointed by the County Com- 
mittees of Agriculture Further special 
research in the interests of dairy produc- 
tion in Ireland has been carried out {rem 
time to-time by the Department. 

One of the features which has marked dairy 
production in Ireland has-been the develop- 
ment of co-operative dairying. In 1884 the 
first farmers’ joint-stock creamery, as the 
{erm is now understood, was established. In 
1889 Sir Horace Plunkett advocated the appli- 


“ cation of co-operative methods to dairying, 


and in 1894 the Irish Agricultural Organisation 
Society, founded by him, undertook the work 
of organising co-operative production and dis- 
tribution, and still con®mues to organise and 
supervise co-operative socicties, ; 

In 1894 30 Irish co-operate creameries 
were working. At the end of 1925 there were 
184 co-operative creameries, with 191 separat- 
ing stations, and 56 proprietary creameriecs, 
with 149 separating stations, in the Irish 
Free State. Some butter is still made by 
individual farmers, and is blended and sold 
for export as. “factory butter,” as in the 
past. 

DECLINE IN EXPORTS. 


The maximum export of butter from Ireland | 
was reached in 1914, when 855,000 cwts. were. 
shipped. Of this it was estimated that about |. 


710.000 cwts. were from the Irish Free State. 
Since that date the export trade has fallen 
off considerably until, in 1925, only 402,000 
ewts.-of butter were shipped from the Irish 
Free State. Amongst the various causes 
which led to this decline may be mentioned 
the increased home consumption gg at 
on a higher standard of living in Ireland, 
the absence of such imported foods as mar 


/ garine and American bacon, and, further, the 


failure of outside butter supplies formerly 
relied upon during the winter season. | 
A still further cause of the reduction in 
exports of dairy: produce was the high price 
offered for store and beef cattle during the 
peesod of food control and prevailing for some 
time afterwafds. These prices yielded a 
higher profit to the farmer than the produc- 
tion of milk, butter and cheese. e was 
tempted to get rid of good milch stock, and 
was then forced to replenish the gaps in his 
herds with inferior animals and to breed from 
them. The disturbed conditions prevailing 
in. Ireland during the years 1919-23 also dis- 
couraged production. 
. The Committee understands, however, that 
the output of dairy produce in the Irish Free 
State is once more increasing. 


THE DAIRY PRODUCE ACT. 


Since the establishment of the Irish Free 
State fresh steps have been taken to assist the 
ndustry. In 1924 a Dairy Produce Act 
became law. This Act was largely based 
upon the recommendations of a Commission 


parece of examination and sampling are con- 
erred upon authorised inspectors. In addi- 
tion, the Minister may prohibit either ab- 
solutely or on failure to comply with certain

The Act further provides the setting 
of registers of creameries, separa ng 
stations, manufacturing exporters, buffer 
factories and non-manufacturing exportérs. 
Registration is at present taking place, ‘and 
will be completed towards the end of the 
present summer. : 

THE OBJECT. 

The intention is to secure that butter 

manufactured on registered premises shall be 
prcduced under the best possible conditions, 
that it shall be packed in such a manner as 
to ensure its cleanliness and freedom from 
ccntamination and _ deterioration during 
transit, and that the mark on packages 
shall be a sure indication of the description 
of the butter they contain. 
_ Notwithstanding that the whole of the Act 
is not in force at the moment, the Com- 
mittee has been informed in evidence that 
since the coming into operation of the Act a 
marked improvement in the quality and 
packing of Irish Free State butter has been 
ncticeable. The need for exporting butter of 
uniformly good quality has been recognised 
both by the State and the producers. 

The legislation, which aims at securing a 
general high standard of manufacture and at 
guaranteeing the quality of exported butter, 
was supplemented by legislative and admin-

THE ONLY WAY. 

It must be recognised that the Irish Free 
State cannot hope even to retain its present 
position in a severely-competitive market, 
much less to improve that position, if the 
whole body of producers do not keenly and 
speedily interest themselves in attaining 
efficiency in production by the adoption of 
‘methods which world-wide experience has 
now shown to be needful. 

Irclaud produces at present three classes of 
butter :— 

(a) Irish creamery butter. 
(b) Factory or blended butter, and 
(c) Farmers’ butter. 

‘Trish creamery butter ” represents the 
highest quality. The conditions under which 
it is produced are prescribed in the Dairy 
Produce Act. “ Factory butter” is the 
blended produce of individual farmers. 
butter is sold in local butter markets in 
lumps of irregular weight and transmitted to 
the factories, where it is graded, blended and 
packed. By grading and blending the butter 
attains in the factory a degree of uniformity 
which is notoriously lacking in the original 
lumps. “ Factory butter’’ is not of the 
same standard of quality as average creamery 
butter. oe 

What is known as “farmers’ butter 18 
produced and packed in firkins in the farmers 
dairy, and is exported without blending or 
other treatment. Before this butter can b 
exported it will, unde: the provisions of th 
new Dairy Produce Act, have to pass through 
a registered non-manufacturing exporter’s 
premises, where it will be examined for water 
content, etc., and be classified. The propor-

MYSTERY SOLVED.

It circled twice, and then, 
as I thought it was coming down, I ran to 
the back of the house. I saw it nose-dive, 
and_right itself as it landed in the field. As 
soon as it reached the ground it burst into 
flames. 

“Calling to some friends to come with me, 
I ran to the blazing mass, and just~at that 
moment the petrol tank exploded. As I con- 
tinued to run towards it I noticed all three 
passengers trying to crawl out. I held up 
one wing while Mr. R. Weston got the pilot 
out.

The Training College at Stranmillis, 
when it re-opens this mouth, will be a 
recognised College of Queen’s University, 
and several courses in the Training Col- 
lege will be co-ordinated with the Univer- 
sity, “5 that matriculated students of the 
Training College will get credit for these 
courses, and, when successful in their 
training examinations, be able to secure a 
B.A. Degree by a further two years’ at- 
tendance at the University. 

It is also the policy of the Ministry of 
Education to encourage monitors and pupil 
teachers and other candidates for training to 
follow a secondary school course. Use will 
be made, so far as practicable, in 1929 of 
the Secondary Schools Senior Certificate in 
selecting candidates for admission to training. 
This certificate is accepted as e uivalent to 
matriculation at Queen's University, so that 
candidates will be able to qualify for the 
degree course as soon as they enter the Train- 


cy gan an 
e programme of the Training College for 
1927 es shows an effort to secure Univer- 
sity graduates for training colleges by more 
simplified conditions of admission. In future 
graduates need not take the King’s Scholar- 
ship examination, but will be accepted for 
training, provided the #raining College Com- 
mittee is satisfied fat they are suitable. 
They must have a” knowledge of drawing, 
vocal music and needlework (women), and 
may be called upon to submit to a test in 
these subjects. 
With regard to existing teachers, the 
efforts which have been made for some time 
by the ‘leachers’ Unions to obtain facilities 
to enable teachers to proceed to University 
degrees by attendance at evening classes in 
the Wniversity are likely to be crowned with 
sugress. 
“The Education Committee of the Univer- 
sity, which has had the matter under con- 
sideration, is prepared to recommend— —. 
(1) That the facilities offered to be (a) avail- 
able only for a period of six years; 
(b) confined to students who have left 
the Trsining College earlier than June. 
Sth, 74926. 

(2) All students are to satisfy the University 
requirements as regards matriculation, in- 
cluding a language other than English. 

(3) The course to be of four years’ duration, 
and to consist of eight subjects, not more 
than three of which may be taken in any 
one year. 

The scheme seems to afford good oppor- 
tunity to teachers in Belfast and vicinity 
to secure a degree under advantageous condi- 
tions, and teachers are being urged to avail 
themselves of the opporjunity.

The Council of the League held the first 
meeting of the 41st session this morning. 
M. Benesh (Ctecho-Slovakia) was in the chair. 
The other representatives present were M. 
Briand, Sir Austeh Chamberlaih, M. Vander- 
velde, Signor Scialoja, Viscount Ishii, M. 
Unden, and Senor Guani. 

The Spanish seat was empty, and there is 
no news of Senor Quinones de Leon’s arrival 
in Geneva. 

A communication from the Spanish Govern- 
ment making clear its position in view of 
the decision taken by the Commission yester- 
day with regard to the number of permanent 
seats ought. to reach Geneva very shortly, 
but the only question is whether it will give 
notice of Spain’s withdrawal from the League 
or whether it will merely signify her intention 
not to take part in its activities. 

Strong hopes are entertained that Spain 
will choose the milder alternative. The 
attitude of the two South American members 
of the Commission on the composition of the 
Council, the Argeritine and Uruguayan dele- 
gates, must have carried some weight with 
the Spanish Government. 

Although acknowledging in the warmest 
possible terms the obligations which their 
countries bore to Spain, they refused to give 
any support to her claim 

On the other hanc the discussion left very 
little doubt that Spain’s mandate to the 
Council stood the best possible chance of 
being indefinitely renewed.

peace was taken by the Miners' 
Delegate Conference in London yesterday. 

The Executive of the Miners’ Federa- 
tion, after full discussion, asked the 
Conference to give them plenary powers 
to enter into negotiations for a settlement 
of the coal dispute*and to approach the 
Government on the subjgct. Acting on 
this request, the Delegate Conference last 
night, by a majority of 332,000 votes, 
authorised the Executive Committee ‘‘ to 
submit proposals for the setting up of a 
national agreement for the mining in- 
dustry,’’ and added that “if such pro- 
posals were .arrived at,’’_ they should be 
submitted to a further conference for 
consideration. Lancashire and Yorkslgre 
are said to have opposed the resolution. 

With the exception of the national 
agreement, therefore, the Executive has 
been given a free hand. Its next step 
will be to approach the Government ; but, 
as the Government, in its turn, must 
sound the owners and the miners on the 
basis of agreement, and the agreement, 
if and when it may be reached, must be 
submitted for approval to a further 
conference of delegates, it is unlikely that 
the result can be known in less than three 
weeks’ time. 

The negotiations, however, may be 
brief; for it is known that the owners 
are opposed to the principle of a national 
agreement.

THE EXECUTIVE’S POWERS. 

The miners’ delegate conference met in 
London yesterday morning, and after three 
hours’ discussion adjourned until later in 
the day. 

During the interval the Miners’ Executive, 
acting upon an instruction from the con- 
ference, assembled at Russell square to pre- 
ees a definite proposal with the object of

When the delegate conference resumed, the 
Executive’s recommendation was discussed. 
Seon after 5.3Q, o'clock there was another 
adjournment to enable various districts to 
hold separate meetings to consider their atti- 
tude to the proposal. South Wales par- 
ticularly, desired a separate meeting to see 
what, if any, modification of its policy-Could 
b> effected, in view of the feeting of the 
conference. ; 

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

The miners’ delegate conference concluded 
at 7.15 p.m., and the following official state- 
ment was issued :— 

“The conference reassembled at 4.30 this 
afternoon, when the Executive breught for- 
ward the following recommendation, which 
they asked the conference to adopt as its 
resolution :— 

“That this conference, having. accepted the 
report upon the efforts made by the com- 
mittee to secure a resumption of negotia- 
tions, with a view to a settlement, resolves 
to authorise the committee to take the 
necessary steps to submit proposals for the 
setting up of a national agreement for the 
mining industry; and, further, when they 
consider there are proposals for a settlement 
arrived at that the Committee are prepared 
to recommend the workmen to accept, a 
further Conference shall be called for their 
consideration.

B.M.A. AND NEW HEALTH 
SOCIETY VIEWS.

Seamfhes for arms by the Wexford Civic 


Guards resulted in a number of prosecutions 
at the local ‘court yesterday. 

Francis O’Grady, Ballymurn, was charged 
with “having a .38 revolver, twenty-three 
rounds of .68 ammunition and one round of 
pistol ammunition. Patrick O’Grady, a 
brother, was charged with having a double- 
barrelled’ gun, and another brother, Jamcs 
O'Grady, was charged with being in posses. 
sion of a rifle, three revolvers, a round of 
.22 ammunition, a bandolier and a bayonet 
and seabbard. 

It was stated that one of the revolvers was 
found wrapped in a cloth, in a churn of 
buttermilk. Francis O’Grady made a state- 
ment in which he said that he was in charge 
of the Republican police at Kilkenny in 1921 
and kept, the revolver that was found in the 
churn, the ammunition for it, and the holster, 
as souvenirs. 

Sergeant O’Dowd, Oylegate, examined for 
the defendants, gave them excellent 
characters, and said that they were perfectly 
loyal to the State, and had, in fact, on 
account of that, got into difficultigs with the 
Republicans. —. 

Mr. J. R. Brennan, solicitor, for defendants, 
stated that Francis O’Grady joined the Royal 
Irish Constabulary in 1916 and spent two 
years in the force. At the time of the con- 
scription opposition he left the force and took 
part in the Volunteer movement. 

Statements bearing testimony to the good 
character of Francis O'Grady were read from 
the Mayor of Kilkenny, the Court Registrar 
and the Town Clerk of that citv. 

The Chairman, deciding, said that any man 
might be proud of the character given to 
Francis O'Grady, but he acted foolishly. He 
marked the cases: “‘ Facts proved: no con- 
viction,” and gave the defendants the bene‘t 
‘of the Probation of Offenders Act. He 
ordered that all the articles shonld be 
detained pending an application by Francis 
O'Grady for a permit for. whatever one he 
wanted as a souvenir. 

At the same court M. Fitzpatrick, Bally- 
dicken, was charged with having a shot-gun 
in his possession without a certificate. 

Sergeant Troy, Killurin, stated that he 
found the gun in a bush, and the defendant 
admitted ownership of it. 

The Chairman made an order similar to 
that in the first cases, and directed that the 
gun should he forfeited.

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The question of a special discount for 
prompt payment of rates has been engaging 
the attention of municipal bodies in England, 
and in Bradford the City Council was em- 
powered to adopt a discoumt scheme under 
which ratepayers who paid their rates before 
the Ist August in any year should receive a 
discount of 7} per cent. on the ampant of the 
second moieties of the rates. As a result of 
this scheme the rates paid by the end of July 
in Bradford this year were £812,000, as com- 
pared with £250,000 for the corresponding 
period last year 

DUBLIN REMISSIONS. 

Interviewed by an Jrish Times reporter 


‘yesterday on the question of applying such a 


system of discount to Dublin ratepayers, Com- 
missioner Dr. O’ Dwyer said that, as a matter 
of fact, a system of discount or remission of 
rates was already provided for under the 
Corporation Act of 1890. Under Section 75 of 
that Act, if the fall rates on houses suitable 
for artisans’ dwellings were paid before the 
3lst May in any year a remission of 25 per 
cent. of the municipal rates was allowed. 

As to the suggestion that there should be a 
special discount to other ratepayers fon \early 
payment of rates, Dr. O'Dwyer said that his 
view was that already thege was a very con- 
siderable remission of rates on new buildings 
under the Local Government Act of 1925, and 
also under the Hoysing Facilities Acts of 
1924-25-26, and this *remission was rapidly 
becoming a very serious proposition for the 
city, No matter how it was’ worked out, 
whatever concession was made to one set of 
ratepayers it must be paid for by the other 
set, and personally he thought that the amount 
of the remissions made was sufficiently great. 

SPECIAL DISCOUNT IMPRACTICABLE. 

To allow a discount of, say, 75 per cent. on 
rates paid before the 3lst May, Dr. O'Dwyer 
declared, would really mean that persons who 
had large credit balances or available balances 
in bank would be given a privilege over the 
struggling ratepayer. The present arrange- 
ments for the collection of the city rates were 
satisfactory, and the. results compared more 
than favourably with any municipal authority 
in this country or in Great Britain. 

In the circumstances Dr. O’Dwyer said that 
he could not advodate any change for the 
present. The case could be put up, he said, 
that there would be more available cash in 
hands on the 3lst May than would otherwise 
be the case; but that would represent a gain 
of not more than 5 per cent. per annum for 
a maximum period of ten months, or £4 per 
£100, as against £7 10s. granted in discount. 
The difference would have to be borne by 
other ratepayers. 

From the business point of view very few 
men would regard it as a sound business pro- 
position to put away a certain portion of their 
capital and receive 74 per cent. when they 
could invest it in business which would make 
more than 74 per cent. for the purpose of 
meeting capiial charges. 

From another official in the Corporation out 
representative ascertained that the collection 
of rates was very satisfactory, amounting to 
about 98 per cent., and the amount of ir- 
recoverable rates was comparatively small. In 
the peyment of municipal rates-the ratepayer 
of Dublin displays a most commendable civic 
Spirik.

The latter are unable 
to count on a regular and adequate supply 
from any creamery or group of creameries, 
and consequently find it more difficult to 
create and maintain satisfactory relations 
with retail traders through the medium of a 
regular supply. 

It has been represented to the committee 
that it is to the advantage of both the pro- 
ducer and importer that Irish butter should 
be sold as fresh butter. This entails a com- 
paratively short season of supply and a con 
sequent break between the producer and the 
consumer unless winter dairying on a large 
seale can be introduced. The evidence at its 
disposal does not justify it in offering an 
opinion as to the practicability of increasing 
the supply by extending winter dairying. 

ORDERLY SYSTEM WANTED. 

In any case, 1 likely vthat a . more 
orderly svstem of marketing would remove 
for the future all grounds for the complaint 
made to it that trade relations had suffered 
from the action of some Irish exporters who 
failed to carry out contracts on a rising 
market. Failure to fulfil contracts can, and, 
doubtless, will, be effectively prevented by 
the Trish Free State Government under recent 
legislation. 

Lest it should appear that the improve- 
ment of the dairying industry in the Insh 
Free State is regarded as merely a matter of 
adopting better technical and commercial 
methods, 1t is well to record that the personal 
training of the producer has not been over- 
looked. For more than a quarter of a 
century considerable attention has been paid 
to all branches of agricultural education and 
research. In the current year provision has 
been made for a very considerable extension 
of the Faculty of Agriculture in the Dublin 
College of the National University of Ireland, 
and the Cork College has been separately 
endowed for the purpose of carrying on both 
research work and instruction connected with 
the dairying industry.

7 ACTION. | 

At the Cork County Council meeting yes- 
terday, there was a further reference to the 
recent criticisms by Mr. J. J. Walsh, Minister 
of Posts and 'Wlecraphs, and the Munster 
Motor Association regarding the Council’s up- 
keep of the roads.

PRESIDENT'S DENUNCIATION. 

The President (Mr. P. J. McCabe, 
Blackrock) said that since the bill was 
introduced most of the local authorities had 
expressed their opposition to it in strong 
language. The introduction of the measnre 
was a most high-handed action for any de- 
mocratic Government to take. The proposal 
was that a local authority should not have a 
say in the making of appointments, and that 
was, in effect, to set up an autocracy. The 
Dublin County Council had protested, . and 
had received a letter from Mr. O’Higgins, 
Minister of Justice, in which he said that 
the bill was aimed at the elimination of can- 
vassing, nepotism, log-rolling, and corruption 
in the matter of public appointments, and 
securing for the ratepaying public the best 
services which their money could secure. In 
legislative and administrative matters, the 
letter added, one was frequently confronted 
with the necessity of choosing between the 
general good and the particular interest, and 
he (the Minister) had found that the latter 
was generally the more vocal. 

Proceeding, the Chairman said that the 
County Council had passed a resolution asking 
Mr. O’Higgins to apologise and withdraw the 


statements in his letter, but they got a curt 


reply, in which Mr. O’Higgins refused to 
withdraw his statements. 

Mr. Forsythe said that they could not 
lind themselves to the fact that canvassing 
on an extensive scale went on and that 
doctors: had been known to spend £500 or 
£1,000 to get an appointment, disregarding 
professWenal etiquette. It had been a dis- 
grace to doctors and to the corporators who 
allowed it. One of the greatest trials of cor- 
porators was the canvassing. He suggested 
that the local .bodies, having obtained appli- 
cations for a position, should make a selec- 
tion .of candidates and submit the list to the 
Selection Committee of the Local Government 
Departmient to make the choice, in order to 
avoid the corruption and bribery that had 
existed, and in order to save them from the 
old horror which had injured the tone of 
public life. 


WHERE BRIBERY IS UNKNOWN. 

Mr. McGahan, Dundalk, said that he did 
not. agree that there was corruption among 
public bodies. During his experience of 25 
years on many boards he had only 
known of two cases where bribery was sus- 
pected. In his part of the country bribery 
was unknown, Indoubtedly, members were 
influenced by political considerations or con- 
siderations of friendship, but he did not think 
that they would find that many appointments 
made in the last 25 years were wrong. He 
did not agree that competitive examinations 
were always the best means of ascertaining 
merit, and he did not see why there should 
not be a free choice following a qualifying 
examination, 

lle proposed the resolution which had been 
adopted by the Dublin County Council, to 
the effect that while the conference approved 
of the system of obtaining competitive exami- 
nation Íor filling junior clerical positions, they 

otested against the proposal to take out of 

soi the elected bodies the power of 
ma kit" ments..and.the. regulation of 
salaries an connection therewith. 

Mrs. Breen, Killarney, seconded the reso- 
lution. 

Mr. Larminie said that he regretted the 
attack that Mr. Forsythe had made on the 
public representatives throughout the country, 
He had never seen any of this wholesale 
corruption, or.even slight corruption. He 
had been canvassed, and why should he not 
be.canvatsed’ Did not the. President and 
members of the Free State Government and 
members of the Dail canvass for positions of 
emolument? Even if he was canvassed, he 
was still free to use his own discretion. 


POLITICAL TESTS. 

Mrs. T. M. Kettle, supporting the resolu- 
tion, declared that it was time that members 
of public boards saw to it that their rights 
and privileges were kept intact. They were 
elected on one of the fairest bases possible, 
and they had a right to run their own town- 
ships. Political consideration weighed far 
less with the local authorities than with the 
Government in making appointments. There 
should be no political or religious tests, and 
she asked why should they be called on to 
do the donkey work and have their rights 
taken from them. 

Alderman de Loughrey, Kilkenny, said that 
there was no more td practice than can- 
vassing by relatives and friends of candidates, 
and he suggested that a bill should be intro- 
duced to make canvassing illegal. There was 
a time when no one could get a job unless 
they belonged to a ‘‘long-tailed family.” 

Mrs. Maud Walsh said that canvassing was 
one of the most distasteful things in public 
life, and she urged that the expert minds 
were essential in making certain appoint- 
ments. She favoured the system adopted by 
technical instruction committees and con- 
tended that the best candidate should get the 
position whether he came from Belfast or 
Kilkenny. 

Miss French-Mullen asserted that if the 
electors considered that their representatives 
were fit to do the work, then they 
should be allowed to do it. If the 
officers were not appointed by the 
local authority they would not work with 
the same spirit. Bribery was not as exten- 
sive as some people wished to make out, and 
they ought to protest against any further 
liberty being taken from them. 


AN AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Forsythe claimed that it was proved 
through the courts that bribery existed. (Can- 
vassing for Parliament and canvassing for a 
position of emolument under a public board 
were not analagous. He moved an amend- 
ment to the effect that the conference, while 
objecting to the present Local Goverriment 
system of selecting candidates for public 
office, urged the Government that local 
authorities should advertise for vacant posi- 
tions; that they select a list of applicants 
and submit these to the Local Government 
Department's examination; that the result of 
the examination be reported to the loca! 
authority, and the final selection be made by 
such local authority. : 

Mrs. Walsh seconded. 

Mrs. Kettle said that the 
Minister for Justice was couched in very 
offensive terms. he Minister should respect 
the public bodies, who, in turn, should 
respect the Ministry. . he Minister himself 
belonged to a long-tailed family, and a good 
many of his friends were in positions. 

Lhe Chairman said that from his experience 
it was obvious that the Government did not 
want the local authorities to know the 
result of their examinations. ** There is,”

SHANGHAI, Thursday, 

Reports from Hankow today state that 

the utmost confusion prevails in the dis- 
trict. The Northern troops are dropping 
back towards the Yangtsze from the Hunan 
and Hupeh border, where there is serious 
fighting for the control óf the strategic City 
of Yochow. 
: state that the Can 
tonese troops are€yithin a few miles of the 
Yangtsze River, opposite Hankow; that the 
commanders of the Northern Army are be- 
coming shaky and threatening to desert to 
the Southern armies. 

Marshal Chang Tso-lin is reported to be 
alarmed at the sitwation, and is rushing 
troops southward to the assistance of 
Marshal Wu Pei-fu. It is believed here, 
however, that Chang Tso-lin’s move will be 
too late to save the situation. 

The Northern Arnry’s position is compli- 
cated by the neutral attitude of Marshal 
Sun Chuan-fang, controller of the Lower 
Yantsze Provinces, who refuses to send 
troops to the assistance of Marshal 
Wu Pei-fu, and contents Himself with 
protecting his own territory. It is 
believed here that Marshal Sun Chuan-fang 
will join the Southern side in the event of 
Marshal Wu Pei-fn’s defeat. 

The British authorities here are seriously 


‘concerned at the Cantonese victories, believing 


that the South China boycott is rapidly ex- 
tending to the Yangtsze valley. It is an- 
nounced that Great Britain is despatchmg 
three cruisers—the Carysfort, Castor and 
Dartmouth—to the China station, together 
with one or more submarines. 

The labour situation in the Shanghai dis- 
trict is getting worse. Altogether 20,000 men 
are reported to be out of work, and daily 
there are clashes between the strikers and 
non-strikers, with consequent casualties and 
damage.

sible that Mr. Churchill had in mind a de- 
velopment of the situation on these lines 
when ‘he made his speech in the House of 
Commons on Tuesday. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer said then 
that if the miners had any real proppsals 
they should make them in any form they 
liked, and in any way they liked. The Go- 
vernment were ready to share in the risk 
of seeing that these proposals had a fair 
chance. If the proposals were real they 
would allow no adverse reaction in the 
country to stand in the way of honest steps 
towards a lasting settlement. He also de- 
clared that it was no part of the spirit and 
policy of the Government to see the matter 
ended in the interests of one point of view. 

It is Mr. Churchil's opinion that 
the controversy which has arisen with 
regard to national and district  setile- 
ments can easily be reconciled. On 
this point he said:—‘‘ There must be 
notice taken of all the local conditions, and 
there ought to be a national survey of the 
whole of that process afterwards, and a 
national settlement within whose ambit dis- 
trict conditions have been properly considered 
and district arrangements are properly em- 
bodied.’”’ 


“There is reason to believe that Mr. Chur- 


chill’s submission that opposing views in this 


respect can be reconciled is the opinion of 
the Coal Committee of the Cabinet.

VIEWS. : 

A COUNTRY OF GOOD 
CREDIT STANDING.

Dr. A. Parker Willis, the well-known"

of Ireland to the New /York Journal of 
Commerce, | 


He takes a hopeful view of the future 
of the Free State. Its history during tho 
next few years, he thinks, ought to be 
one of true economic progress and better 
conditions. He ‘ys emphasis on what he 


describes as the country’s excellent credit 
standing. 


THE TOURIST’S VIEW. 


AN ATTRACTIVE COUNTRY. 

Dr. Willis says :—Superficially viewed from 
the tourist's standpoint, there is little to 
complain of in the trish situation. Compared 
with any one of the Continetal countries, 
Irish conditions are almost idyllic. This may 
be in part due to the fact that the country 
has not been destroyed by tourists, and it 
may be in some measure the result of the 
fact that Ireland, being an agricultural 
country, does not show either the external 
effect of war inflation, with subsequent de- 
pression, or the results of industrial ups and 
down due to strikes, loss of market, and 
other factors of the same sort which are 
directly influential in most European 
countries. The conception concerning Ireland 
which exists in many foreign minds includes 
great civil disorder, rioting and fighting in 
the streets, and hazard to life and limb on 
the part of “ innocent bystanders.”’ 

Over and over again the question is asked, 
both in England and on the Continent, 
whether ‘‘order has been restored’’ and 
whether travel in the country districts is 
“safe "or not. The visitor finds the country 
attractive, easy to travel in, perfectly quiet 


strangers, particularly to Americans. The 
Shakespearean advice to be neither a borrower 
nor a lender has been followed here, and one 
of the trí uar features of travel in Ireland 
is that the American visitor here hears so 
little said about the {‘ debt question,” which 
occupies so large a portion of the landscape 
in some other countries. 
CAREFUL CULTIVATION. 

From the fndustrial standpoint, the stranger 
notes general, and apparently very careful, 
cultivation, with well-stocked farms and a 
population for the most part comfortably off, 
so far as the outsider is able to judge. All 
this and the fact that there is no effort to 
overcharge oor discriminate against the 
American visitor makes Ireland an unusually 
agreeable field for travel and rest on the 
part of the Transatlantic sightseer. 

If the country has a stable Government, a 
population on the whole reasonably well off 
and moderately, at least, employed, a balanced 
x áis and sound Ghaasísí condition, what 
shall be said of the effect of self-government 
or oí independence oí Great Britain? Well, 
at least negatively, the opinion may reason- 
ably be expressed that the creation of an 
independent Government has not produced 
any of the disasters that were foreshadowed 
by timorous observers. 

Concerning the feelings that exist between 
the Free State and Great Britain, Dr. Willis 
says that it has not taken long to develop 
a substantial degree of co-operation and good 
feeling in most of the ordinary affairs of 
government and inter-governmental relation- 
ships. So far as can be judged, there is no 
reason to doubt that this satisfactory state of 
things will continue and will be still further 
improved upon through the smoothing out of 
the wrinkles here and there which bai at 
times interfered with comfort. 

HOPEFUL OF THE FUTURE, 

Writing of the future of Ireland, Dr. Willis 
says:—The European world in general is to- 
day se: | uncertain, and predictions are 
always hazardous, but there is no more 
reason for doubt about the future here than 
there is anywhere else. But all this does not 
overlook the fact that Ireland has some 
serious problems to deal.with, and that fore- 
most among them, as political struggle sub- 
sides, is the economic question. Here, as 
everywhere else, the farmer is discontented 
with his lot. He has suffered, just as the 
American farmer has suffered, from the re- 
action growing out of price recession and the 
losses due to depreciation of land values, 
which had reached a very high peak at the 
close of the war. He wants to hhxe some- 
thing done to put up the price of! his pro- 
ducts—just what he finds it difficult to sav. 

The Government has taken the view that 
this desirable outcome can be attained by 
improving the grade of local products, such 
as bacon, eggs, poultry, and other specialities 
for which the Irish farmer has been famous 
in years past, and by meeting the English 
demand for foodstuffs of the best grade. It 
has also taken the view that the farmer will 
be greatly aided through instruction in 
economic methods of agriculture, the pro- 
vision of adequate capital for farming opera- 
tions, and the gradual improvement of 
marketing methods. 

CONSERVATIVE FARMERS. 

This is wise and sound advice, but it is 
advice which takes a | time to carry out 
in practice. Irish farm who want sub- 
sidies or monetary systems that result in 
inflated prices, or who advocate other means 
of artificially raising values, follow along 
lines that have been familiar in the United 
States for a great while. There is, however, 
a strong, deep-rooted element of conservatism 
a the rural population which prevents 
the adoption of hasty, untried legislation. 

Perhaps, there is no country in the world 
where there is more real conservatism among 
the rank and file of the people than there is 
in Ireland to-day.» The average farmer has 
his savings carefully put away in the bank, 
and he is determined to keep them there. 
He does not want to see anything done that 
will interfere with them or diminish their 
actual value. : 

TARIFF DUTIES. 


Referring to the drain on the country’s 
manhood, caused by emigratiom, the writer 
says:—It is natural that Irish authorities 
have regretted this draining away of the 
best blood in the country through emigra- 
tion, and have raised the question whether 
industrialisation might not afford an oppor- 
tunity for many who are now inclined, even 
if not compelled, to look elsewhere. Hence 
the introduction of tariff duties, partly for 
revenue, but partly also from the protective 
standpoint, and the subsidising of industries, 
such as the manufacture of beet sugar, with 
the thought that they will make a renewed 
demand for the produce of the farm, and 
will at the same time afford a new field of 


labour which would otherwise find itself re- 
stricted to agriculture. 
Exactly how far these, and many other 
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efíorts of the same sort, will be successful is 
still to be determined. They and a tax rate 
which is, roughly, equal to that of Great 
Britain on normal incomes, notwithstanding 
that the country has no'external debt, have 
naturally operated to keep up living costs, 
and to-day the general level of prices is 
slightly higher than it is in Great Britain, 
notwithstanding Britain’s denser population 
and relativdly freer access to outside markets. 
It remains to be seen what early results can 
be shown by the industrialisation policy, and 
how far they will warrant the cost which they 
necessarily involve and impose. 
THE BORDER BARRIER. 

Perhaps, the most unfortunate phase of the 
industrialisation policy as it presents itself to 
the outsider is the existence of a tariff barrier 
between Northern and Southern Ireland, the 
Free State imposing its own duties on pro- 


ducts from the North, while the North int 


poses the Bri@ish Customs rate upon Southern 
Irish goods. It seems as unnatural to have a 
tariff wall of this kind as it does in passing 
hetween Canada and the United States. 
Whether a union between*North and South 
will eventually be brought about or not is a 
question which. ) 
answered according to the success, economic 
and other, which seems to be enjoyed by the 
Free State in future years. 
There are many reasons of economics and 


business for such a fusion, entirely apart from 
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any political considerations, and English 
authorities undoubtedly recognise that such 1s 
the fact. 
THE BANKING SYSTEM. : 
Of the outlook as regards finance in this 
country, Dr. Willis writes:—Ireland has a 
well-organised branch banking system, with 
abundant facilities for the convenience of the 
ublic, and the principal criticism that has 
arose directed against it has been based upon 
its safety and conservatism. Doubtless, it is 
true that a larger application of capital to 
land in some parts of Ireland would have been 
worth while. Commercial banáing institutions 
have the same trouble in gfaking long-term 
loans on land that is exptrienced in other 
countries, and yet they have made very con- 
siderable advances on this kind of security. 
Some adaptation that will permit the growth 
a better system of long-term horrowing 
mill undoubtedly be helpful, but its success 
will, of course, be dependent upon the con- 
tinued maintenance of a sound, safe, and con- 
servative underlying currency and _ credit 


that as a result of it the local finaúcing of 
Irish industrial undertakings will be 

In the meantime, however, the counthky finds 
itself possessed of an excellent credit standing, 
so much that American bond houses are 


vieing with one another in expressing con- 
“fidence and indicating their willingness to 


undertake the sale of bonds, should any be 


wanted. In fact, the Government seems likély- 


to have harder work in resisting the issue of 
bonds than in selling them. 

Perhaps, the best and most hopeful thing 
that can be said about the entire Irish situa- 
tion is that politics (in the bad sense of the 
term) seems to have been pretty definitely left 
behind. There will always be politics in the 
sense of discussion or controversy about self- 
government in every self-governing country, 
But there is now no reason why the bitter 
political .contests of past years should be 
renewed in Ireland or why the attention of 
the people capnot be given to steady progress 
and economic gp, ayers The country has 
a fertile soil, a people patriotic and attached 
ts it, and ample opportunity for the develop- 
ment of reasonable prosperity.

ALLEGED OVERPAYMENTS. 
The Kerry County Council at a special 
meeting had before them the report of Mr. 
Nicholas O’Dwyer, Chief Engineering In- 
spector of the Ministry of Local Government 
and Public Health, on the inquiry held by 
him last April into the question of | the 


expenditure incurred by the late Tralee Rural. 


Council in defending malicious injury claims. 

The inquiry arose out of a surcharge of 
£1,300 odd made by the auditor in. respect 
of payments made by the Council to their 
engineer and solicitor and certain strictures 
made by him as to over-payments to both 
these officials. 

The inspector,,in the course of his report, 
states that for the period from January, 1919, 
to the abolition) of the District Councils in 
1925, a total suth of £5,941 6s. 6d. was paid 
to the engineer,/Mr. Cahill, and a total sum 
of £5,647 3s. 10d. to the solicitor, Mr. 
Huggard, making a gross total between both 
of £11,588 10s. 4d. for their services in 
opposing malicious injury claims during the 
period mentioned. sis findings at the close 
of his report are :— 

(1). The agreement of 1916 on which the 
engineer’s fees were based is a badly drawn 
and liberally interpreted document. 

(2). The sums paid to the ‘solicitor and 
engineer were grossly excessive having 
regard to the ratepayers’ interest in the 
work done. ' 

(5). The . investigations were hurriedly 
carried out with a view to having a 
maximum number of cases dealt with before 
the State assumed liability. Under such 
circumstances the work was not efficiently 
discharged. 

(4). The officials, particularly the solicitor 
and clerk, took no steps to represent 
clearly. to their Council the extent of the 
Council’s liability in connection with the 
claims. 

(5). The Council’s desire to expend rate- 
payers’ money in being represented at the 
hearing of all cases was most extravagant. 
~ (6). The solicitor’s certificate attached to 
the engineer’s accounts constituted nw safe- 
guard of the ratepayers’ interests. 

(7). The clerk seriously neglected his 
duties in that he failed to keep proper and 
complete records of claims lodged and to 
have such records incorporated with the 
Council’s minutes. 

(8). The sum surcharged is extremely 
moderate. 

Mr. Huggard, solicitor, in a letter to the 
County Secretary, held that the findings were 
unfair, and defended the amounts paid to him 
and the engineer as being reasonable re- 
muneration for the services rendered. ; 

The Council, after a long discussion, ad- 
journed the further consideration of the 
report, and decided to ask the Minister for 
Local Government to inform them what 
powers they had regarding the whole report 
with a view of recovering any of the money.

OPPOSITION BY ‘BELFAST 
ELECTRICIANS. 

In the Chancery Division of the Belfast 
High Court, before Lord Justice Best yester- 
day, an application was made in an intended 
action by James -M‘Intosh, 91 Willowfield 
street, Belfast, against the Electrical ‘Trades 
Union, 12a Withy Grove, Manchester, for 
liberty to issue and serve a writ of summons 
ous of the jurisdiction on the defendantsy 

Mr. W. Lowry (instructed by Mr. ‘I. /&. 
Aiexander) moved on the affidavit of 11- 
tended plaintiff, who stated that he was an 
electrician. The action was proposed to be 
brought. by him. for a declaration that the 
action of the intended defendants in en- 
forcing a levy for a full-time official during 
the last four and a half years had been and 
was still illegal and ultra vires; for an in- 
junction to restrain the union from con- 
tinuing to.enforce the levy; for an account 
of the monies illegally collected as stated; for 


a declaration that the enforcement of the levy 
‘since the resignation of the district secretary 


in May last had been and was still illegal, 
and that the action of the union in marking 
his membership card as though he were. in 
arrears was illegal and witra vires. 


Counsel, proceeding, said that the rules of’ 


the union provided for the election of a full- 
time official for each district, and the official 
so elected held office for the period of three 
years. One; John W. Milan, was elected in 
January, 1919, and his period of office expired 
in January, 1922. Since that date there had 
been no ballot gor-a levy to support the full- 
time official, contrary to the rules. Never- 
theless, the union had continued to enforce a 
levy of 24d. per week to defray the salary 
and expenses of the official. Milan resigned 
ofice Ya, May, 1926, since when the Belfast 
district kad been without a full-time official. 

The union had marked the membership 
card of the intended plaintiff, and of at least 
250 other members of the union, as though 
they were in arrears, because they had re- 
fused to pay the levy. The result of being 
so marked in arrear would be that in the 
event of the plaintiff being out of employ- 
ment he would be deprived of the benefits to 
which he would otherwise be entitled, and 
ultimately he would incur the risk of being 
si (set from the union. 

Jounsel added that the plaintiff repre- 
sented over 250 of his fellow members, who 
had like grievances, and all of whom re- 
sided in Belfast or vicinity.

Grand Trank Pacific Stockholders, says the 
Star, may feel disappointed that they are 
offered only a 2 per cent. security in place of 
their existing 4 per cent., but a consideration 
of the general status of the security offered 
and the alternative to their acceptance should 
tend to alleviate the feeling to some extent. 
The Stock offered is in the nature of a gilt- 
edged security with the Canadian Govern- 
ment guarantee, and, although the interest is 
to be only 2 per cent., the provision of a 
sinking fund of 2 per cent. for the purpose of 
redemption is a valuable concession.
